WHAT AN ENGLISH GIRL 
THINKS OF IT. 


German Soldiers are Mostly Under- 
sized, Underfed and Over- 
worked, 


Take an average British soldier 
and put him for, say, three 
a, military traming, into 

e German = Army. What 
would be the result? Twelve weeks 
out of thirteen would be spent in 
solitary confinement for insubor- 
ination and insulting a superior 
officer, while in the last week he 
would probably be executed for 
killing one, writes an English gir 
in Pearson's Weekly. 

This is not intended as a slur up- 
od the British soldier; for, although 


© gives up his life and body to the) 


service of his country, still he re- 
tains his individuality and his self- 
tespect. Such is certainly not tho 
case with the German soldier; for 
what self-respect can a man have 
who is habitually addressed by his 
superior officers by such epithets 
as, bandy-legs, pig-dog, fool, idiot, 
and so on. 


EVERY MAN A SOLDIER. 


Since every man, who is not an 
absolute idiot or physically incap- 
able, is compelled to serve, it can 
be well imagined that the German 
Army, as a whole, is not conspicu- 
ous for symmetry of form, nor beau- 
ty and intelligence of countenance ; 
therefore, it seems more than hard 
that a man who, through no fault of 
his own, is afflicted with some per- 
gonal defect, should have this af- 
fliction publicly derided and jeered 
at with remarks prefaced by one 
or more of the foregoing elegancies 
of speech, 

The under-officers are the worst 
offenders in this respect. 

‘Hi! you bandy-legs, don’t stand 
there looking as conceited as if you 
were the only silly ass in the whole 
regiment,’’ is the sort of wit in 
which the non-com. indulges at the 
unfortunate private’s expense. 

Poor fellow; for the time being 
he is a machine—the property, nom- 
jpally, of his country, but, in rea- 
ity, of the man who happens to be 
in command over him, and woe be- 
tide him if he offend his sergeant. 
He must have no thought, no will 
of his own. Perhaps he never had 
much of either. All the better for 
him when he bedomes @ soldier. 

Now and again, though, a man 
refuses to submit to such indigni- 
ties without a struggle, but repeat- 
ed confinements to the cells and 
bread and water diet soon break 
his spirit. If not, there are worse 
punishments.

As soon as he realizes that he 
gave up his manhood when he took 
on the uniform, he can get on fair- 
\ well, provided he is  thick- 
skinned. His work is arduous, his 
rations poor, and he is rewarded 
with the munificent sum of 2%d.

console himself with the reflection

{t. This is the length of time he 
has to serve, unless he happens to 
be the son of rich people, when one 
year will suffice. 

But there is a great and marked 
difference between the two. The 
rich man’s son must succeed in 

assing an exam., and then, dur- 
ing the year, must keep himself in 
uniform, food, lodgings, and every- 
thing else. It costs anything be- 
tween £150 and £250, according to 
the regiment he is in. Although he 
has to drill and work with the 
others, he is generally better treat- 
ed, has more privileges, and may 
pass his spare time as he likes, pro- 
vided he does not leave the town 
without permission. The under-of- 
ficers are fairly decent to him, al- 
though sometimes they may be cut- 
ting. 

“Where are you’ going to, 
Schmidt?’ said a non-commission- 
ed officer to a gentleman private. 

“To dine, sir,’’ came the reply. 

‘What?’ roared out the serge- 
ant. ‘‘Officers dine, we eat, but 
you—you feed, understand!’’ and 
this to a gentleman born.

They are mostly un- 
ler-sized, underfed, and _ over- 
worked. There is a splendid assort-

Judg- 
ing from his language, he does not, 
All officers swear loudly and well 
but none so whole-heartedly a 
fervidly as this pinnacle of power. 

Tho gem of the German Army is 
assuredly the lieutenant. He is a 
thing of beauty and a joy for ever— 
iu the eyes of the fair sex, at any 
rate. No matter how much popular 
opinion and unbiassed observation 
may incline against him, to the 
German girl he is perfect. 

His conceit is ineffable; his ap- 
|pearance very ordinary, though 
| sometimes you come across a hand- 
some one; his knowledge is astound- 
ling; his opinion of himself, his 
j abilities, and everything pertain- 
}ing to him, could not be improved 
jupon; although very young, he is 
| ganeraily as blase as an old roue 
{of sixty—and his uniform is charm- 
ing. I do not blame a lieutenant; 
he cannot help himself; he is the 
darling and the idol of every girl 
to whom he condescends to speak. 
So what wonder if he is self-satis- 
| fied and spoilt! 


LIEUTENANT’S POOR PAY. 


Of course, there are exceptions. 
There are as unassuming, good- 
hearted young fellows wearing the 
German uniform as are to be found 
anywhere but they are not the 
rule. Against the older officers I 
can say nothing. They have had 
this nonsense knocked out of them 
long ago. They have too much 
hard work, and, unless they have a 
good private income or rich wives, 
too little money to indulge in tom- 
foolery. 

“‘Are—er—the English officers — 
er—as educated (febildet) as we 
German?’’ said a young lieutenant 
to me upon boing introduced. My 
answer was something to the effect 
that the English officers were not 
sG conceited (eingebildet) as the 
German, and he seemed surpriseu, 
quite hurt, in fact, that I was not 
overcome with gratitude at his con- 
descension in speaking to me at all. 
He had to learn that in England 
it is the girl who condescends. 

But a lieutenant has to work 
hard—very hard—at all kinds of 
drill and exercise. He has to in- 
struct a squad of men in history 
and ‘‘war-game’’—no sinecure if 
you know the men—and he receives 
instruction upon the same subjects 
from his colonel, besides which he 
generally studies one or more for- 
eign languages. 

His pay is very slender, too. I 
wonder if an English omvcer woul? 
credit the fact that a German lieu- 
tenant, by no means in his first 
year, receives 17s. 6d. per week for 
his services. A lieutenant told me 
so himself. 

What wonder, then, that they 
contract debts, which the wife-to- 
be has the onus of paying. But, 
in spite of all, they are a happy- 
go-lucky, light-hearted set of fel- 
lows, with‘a charm that is all their 
own, and, I must say, I spent a 
very pleasant two years in a Ger- 
man garrison town.

A ROMAN BASTION, 


Portion of Ancient London City 
Wall Unearthed. 


Some important excavations car- 
ried on by the Society of Antiquar 
ies on a portion of the site of 
Christ's Hospital, near Giltspur 
street, London, have resulted in 
the discovery of a bastion of the 
old London city wall, a relic of Ro- 
man times. The Roman ground 
level was reached about twelve feet 
below the present surface, and the 
wall, which is about eight feet in 
thickness at the base, rises to with- 


in four feet of the present level. 
The bastion was probably erected 
to strengthen the wall, for it is evi- 
dently of later date. It is of large 
size, and in shape somewhat re- 
sembles a horseshoe; and in many 
important respects the foundations 
differ from those which have been 
found elsewhere. The lower parts 
of two other bastions were discov- 
ed during the course of recent 
building operations, but unfortu- 
nately had to be destroyed before 
the work could progress. The bas- 
tion uncovered by the Society of 
Antiquaries is in a portion of the 
gpjund that will probably not be 
uilt on for some years, and an at- 
tempt will be made to preserve it as 
an important and interesting relic 
of ancient London.

RULERS NOBODY WANTS, 


Turned Out of Their Kingdoms and 
Driven From Pillar to Post. 


The sad _ plight of ex-President 
Castro of Venezuela denied an asy- 
lum by the civilized world he has 
so long flouted, and condemned ap- 
parently to fill henceforward the 
role of a modern ‘‘wandering Jew,’’ 
had its counterpart 150 years ago 
iu that of King Theodore of Cor- 
sica, 

Like Castro, Theodore was a sol- 
dier of fortune and a usurper, his 
real name being Neuhoff. He suf- 
fered from ‘‘swelled head,’’ too, to 
an, if possible, even greater extent 
than the famous South American 
dictator. He addressed great Eu- 
ropean monarchs as ‘‘dear cousin,’’ 
and made war upon France with a 
£4-gun frigate. 

On his overthrow he took refuge 
in England, but was imprisoned for 
debt in the King’s Bench Prison, 
whence he was released only to die. 
He would have been buried in a 
pauper’s grave, but for the charity 
cf a London shopkeeper, named 
John Wright, who declared that 
“he for once would pay the funeral 
expenses of a king.’’ His epitaph, 
Ly Horace Walpole, can still be 
seen in the church of St. Anne’s, 
Soho. 

Ranavalona, the ex-Queen of Ma- 
dagascar, after being turned out of 
her kingdom by the French, was 
refused by them an asylum in Paris, 
one of the few really ungallant ac- 
tions they were ever guilty of. For 
Giplomatic reasons she was likewise 
forbidden to settle either in Ger- 
many or Austria, but was permit- 
ted eventually to take up her resi- 
dence at Algiers, where sho occu- 
pies herself chiefly in works of char- 
ity. 

A ruler who- was driven from pil- 
iar to post during the greater por- 
tion of his earlier lifetime, raised 
himself in middle life to heights of 
unexampled splendor, and died in 
obscurity after all, was Napoleon 
Ill. 

When the Germans took him pris- 
oner at Sedan, they did not in the 
least know what to do with him. 
Not a country in Europe would | 
have him at any price, and to pack | 
him off back to France would have 
been to have condemned him to! 
certain death at the hands of the 
rew Republican Government, 
Eventually England gave him shel- 
ter, as it continues to give to his| 
widow to this present day.

NEW CANCER HOSPITAL. 


Harry Barnato Left $1,250,000 for 
the Purpose. 


London, England, is to have a 
new cancer hospital, built and en- 
dowed at a cost of $1,250,000, with 
which to carry on the fight against 
the dread disease. 

It will be remembered that the 
late Mr. Harry Barnato left by will 
the splendid sum of $1,250,000 for 
the purpose of founding some char- 
ity in the nature of a hospital or 
kindred institution in commemora- 


tion of his brother, Mr. Barney 
Barnato, and his nephew, Mr. 
Woolf Joel. 


After full and careful consider- 
ation of the merits of the many 
schemes put before them the trus- 
tees, Mr. 8. B. Joel, Mr. J. B. Joel 
and Mr. 8S. G. Asher, have now 
decided upon applying it to the 
building and endowment of an in- 
stitution for the reception of can- 
cer patients. 

With a view to increasing the po- 
tentialities of the bequest the new 
institution will be administered, 
except as regards its finance, in 
connection with the Middlesex Hos- 
pital, which has acquired so high 
a reputation for its treatment of 
patients afflicted with this disease, 
and the trustees have procured a 
suitable site in Nassau street ad- 
joining this hospital’s special can- 
cer wards. 

The trustees, with Prince Francis 
of Teck, Lord Cheylesmore, Sir 
John Purcell, and Mr. Felix Davis, 
will form the committee which has 
been entrusted with the task of 
carrying out the laudable and bene- 
ficent project. 

The authorities of the Middlesex 
Hospital will not be relieved in the 
slightest degree of their financial 
responsibility in connection with 
their cancer department as at pre- 
sent constituted. The whole of the 
capital derived from the Barnato 
bequest will be employed in further 
charitable operations, and the 
maintenance of whatever addition- 
al accommodation is provided will 
be assured by adequate endow- 
ment, :

The Armies and Navies of tho 
World will bo Helpless Against 
the Hertzian Waves, 


While the nations are building 
Dreadnoughts against each other, 
the scientists have been busy dis- 
covering other weapons for tho 
warfare of the future. 

Rifles and swords are mere ‘toys 
compared to the weapons that sci- 
ence is perfecting. Quite recently 
a French savant made a series of 
remarkable experiments with what 
are known as ‘‘Hertzian waves.’ 

Without going too deeply into the 
subject it may be sufficient to ex- 
plain that ‘Hertzian waves’’ are 
so called after Heinrich Hertz, 
who found by experimenting, about 
the year 1888, that it was possible 
to control to a large extent the 
magnetic current in the air. 


WILL PIERCE STONE WALLS 


The ‘‘waves’’ move along very 
much like a corkscrew, and al- 
though for the moment scientists 
are not able to control them, or 
steor them in any given direction, 
there seoms little doubt that this 
feat will be only a question of a 
few years. 

The effect of tho ‘‘Hoertzian 
waves’’ may be judged when it is 
stated, as the result of the recent 
experiments in France, that they 
will pierce stone walls three feet 
thick. 

For practical purposes’ the 
“‘waves’’ are spirals of moving, in- 
visible flame. Already there is a 
theory by which it is believed the 
power of directing and controlling 
this invisible fire may be acquired, 
and in the face of this new force 
the armies and navies of the world 
wil be helpless. :

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SUN COOKING. 


Meat Roasted by Sun's Rays Mas 
an Unpleasant Taste. 


Sun cooking—roasting and boil- 
sunlight instead of coal or 
gas—has been going on for 300 
years. There are sun stoves that 
roast a sirloin or boil a soup to per- 
fection. They are only used, how- 
ever, by scientists. 

A sun stove consists mainly of a 
mirror, a spherical mirror, on a 
joint. There is also a reflector. Tne 
place for pot or late is so situat- 
ed that the mirror’s rays can be 
focused on it accurately. 

A German, Baron Tchernhausen, 
was the first sun cook, He began 
in 1687 to boil water, and in 1688 
he had very good suecess in boil- 
ing eggs. Sir John Herschel and 
Buffon are other famous names as- 
sceiated with sun cooking. 

In California various sun cooks 
have boiled a gallon of water in 
twenty minutes, roasted meat in 
two hours, and poached eggs in fif- 
teen minutes—quite as good time 
as the ordinary fire makes. 

An odd thing about meat roast- 
ed by sun rays is that it has an un- 
pleasant taste. This is avoided by 
the insertion of a plate of yellow 
glass between meat and mirror. In 
all solar stoves the sheet of yel- 
low glass figures. 


THE FIRE WALKERS. 


Unique Ceremony Observed Annu- 
ally in India. 


A strange custom of fire-walking 
is carried out annually at Mushira- 
bad, a suburb of Hyderabad, In- 
dia, on the anniversary of the twen- 
tieth day after the death of Imam 
Hussain, 

Several cartloads of firewood are 
gathered together in an open space 
m front of the ‘‘Asboorkhana,’’ and 
at midnight the heap is set alight. 
The wood burns steadily for some 
two hours, the heat being so in- 
tense that no one can stand within 
a distance of at least a dozen yards 
from the fire. When it is burnt 
out, the live charcoal is spread out 
evenly on the ground in the form of 
a circle, with a diameter of about 
six yards. When everything is 
ready, two men bearing “alms’’— 
standards—jump barefooted on to 
this fiery carpet, and walk across 
iv, not once, but at least a dozen 
times. The heat from the glowing 
embers is more fiery than when the 
yood is burning. The jumping of 
the first two men is a signal to the 
others, and soon several hundred 
persons have followed their exam- 

le. 

4 The strangest thing about this 
anique ceremony is that no one ap- 
pears to receive any hurt. 

Even children of all ages jump 
into the fire, and run across it, 
without the least hesitation, and 
al! seem to be at home.

Great Curiosities at the Present 
Day. 


At the siege of Rhodes the Turks 
constructed mortars by hollowing 
cut cavities in the solid rock at the 
proper angle, and in the arsenal at 
Malta is a trophy of the long and 
glorious defence of Valetta in a 
Turkish gun, about a six-pounded, 
composed of a copper tube coiled 
ever with strong rope and ‘‘jack- 
eted,’’ with rawhide. In the same 
collection are some antique ‘‘quick- 
firers,’’ breechloaders, with small 
bores and immensely long barrels, 
like punt guns. The Malay pirates 
fut great trust in the long brass 
swivel guns called “‘lela,’”’ and in 
Borneo these lelas were used as a 
kind of currency, large sums being 
estimated in guns. 

The Chinese cast excellent bronze 
guns (there is a fine ‘specimen of 
them in Devonport dockyard), but 
so little did they understand gun- 
nery that in the so-called ‘‘opium 
war’’ the forts of the Bocca Tigris | 
defending the Canton River, ha 
the guns built immovably into the 
walls. The Sikh gunners opposed 
to England in the two Junjab wars, 
though they loaded with amazing 
recklessness, shovelling in the pow- 
der from open boxes, stuck to their 
guns to the last.

McKenzie was sent from the Old 
Country to study conditions in the 
Dominion of Canada, and he says 
that the British business men are 
farin rearof the United States 
business men in getting after the 
Canadian trade. Mr. 
says that onr neighbors to the 
south have secured three-fifths of 
the import trade of Canada, and 
they have done through system- 
atic, sustained and well planned 
work. The English invest only 
in debentures and preference 
shares, yielding a fair fixed in- 
terest with little risk and and: 
control. The United States cap 
italists build factories and acquire 
the retail busiuess. The result is 
thata large part of Canadian man- 
ufactuing to day is in the hands 
of United States men, and the 
policy of many of the stores is 
dictated by them. In Winnipeg 
alone, he coninues, there are 100 
firms working wholly or in part 
on U. 8. money. 

Mr. McKenzie says: ” Needless 
to say, the United States people 
do not push British goods. The 
United Stastes maintains 128 
consular agents in Canada, whose 
main work is to promote U. S. 
commercial intelligence staff. 
The demands of Canada are 
widely and minutely published in 
the Republic. 

Twenty Canadian-United 
States factories alone employ 12- 
000 people. The factories are 
mostly around Toronto, Montreal! 
and Hamilton. Inthe Niagara 
district the factories not only save 
the custom duties, but conciliate 
public opinion. Much U.S. semi- 
raw material comes in and is fin-

I write entirely from personal 
experience, with some knowledge of 
sheep and science; but in such 
cases neither the one nor the other 
appears sufficient to stop the 
mortality, which, be it remarked, 
is not due to any specific outbreak 
such as rot, lung trouble, or gid, 
but seems to be due to a general 
upset of the digestive system. It 
is accompanied by diarrhoea, con- 
stipation, impaction; and death is 
followed by frothing of the mouth 
und enormous distension of the ab- 
domen. It may attack lambs, tegs, 
cr ewes, and appears to be at- 
tributable to errors of diet. In 
some cases death is sudden, a ewe 
falling down dead at the hay-crib. 
More often a shepherd leaves an- 
imals apparently in good health at 
night, and finds one or two sti 
and blown up in the morning. The 
master becomes almost afraid to 
visit his flock or to ask after them 
and is daily worried by bad news. 
Now the best thing he can do, un- 
der such difficult circumstances, is 
to shift his sheep on to entirely 
new ground and new food, and this} 
measure is often eminently 
successful, so that the plague is 
stayed almost immediately. The 
problem is, however, by no means 
solved, for in the first instance it} 
was not suspected that anything

Some yearsago my ewes were af- 
fected with sore teeth, which com- 
municated itself to the lips of the 
lambs, and the consequence was 
that the lambs could on y suck with 
pain, and the ewes crouched and 
stamped when the lambs attempted 
to approach them, This proved fa- 
tal to many ewes and lambs, and 
was difficult to account for. 
however gradually become appar- 
ont that it was caused by a heat- 
cd state of blood, brought about by 
diet of clover hay, with an allow- 
ance of cotton cake—too albumin- 
ous in its character. There was 
Lo roots that year, and clover hay, | 
cotton cake and water were too | 
heating. All went cn for some 
weeks, but the heated condition of 
the blood seemed to fly to the teats 
and spread to the udders, affect- 
ing the lambs as well. Both ewes 
and lambs, being above ordinary 
value, made this a serious matter, 
and was a great trial to the shep- 
herd, who was in excellent spirits 
during the lambing time, and had 
a capital ‘‘breed’’ of lambs. On an- 
other occasion, when roots were 
scarce and hay and water was al- 
ternative, the ewes became con- 
stipated, and when lambing time 
came many ewes were affected 
with hemorrahage and_ several 
died. This also was attributed to 
a heated condition of blood, owing 
to eating much clover hay (i.e., 
mixed clover and beets), without 
roots. It they had received mea- 
dow hay and a few white turnips 
the mischief would not have hap- 
ened. In this connection it may 
e remarked that the same course 
ot feeding might easily have prov- 
ed harmless, for these strokes of 
bad luck appear to be due toa 
combination of circumstances. If 
however, a sheep farmer has once 
experienced a loss, and traced it to 
such causes as have been mention- 
ed, nothing will persuade him to 
repeat it. He will hear of others 
doing the same thing without evil 
consequence, but his mind is made 
up. I have known a flockmaster say 
that he would not allow his’ flock 
to walk over a field of swedes be- 
fore lambing, and, doubtless, sae 
had got reason for his vow. Still, 
others do so, and think nothing of 
il, because they have not been bit- 
ten—but once bitten, twice shy. 
Food, no doubt, is a very principal 
item in sheep amanagement, and is 
so important that it cannot be dis- 
missed in one short article. I there-

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FORTUNES IN “ CORNERS” 


MILLIONS WON AND LOST IN A 
SINGLE DAY. 


A Great Many Americans are Never 
Happy Unless They are 
Gambling. 


‘‘Corner’’ is merely another name 
for a trust or monepoly. One man, 
a firm, or a syndicate of firms ar- 
range their speculations with a view 
to controlling the whole of a cer- 
tain commodity, such as meat, 
wheat, or cotton, for instance. If 
they succeed in obtaining this mo- 
nopoly, then they can create a 
scarcity which cavses the prices to 
rise, and enables them to ultimate- 
iy sell out at huge profits. 

It is by this means that Mr. J. 
A. Patten, the celebrated Chicago 
financier, made profit at the rate of 
$500,000 a day recently, through 
“cornering”? many million bushels 
of wheat. The consequence was 
that the ‘‘man in the street’’ had 
to pay more for his bread, although 
Mr. Patten’ maintains that it was 
the shortage of the crop and unfav- 
orable weather conditions which 
made the prices of flour and wheat 
go up, and that he was simply 
shrewd enough to take advantage 
of that circumstance. 


PITTSBURG BREAD KINGS, 


And while Mr. Patten has been 
busy in the Chicago wheat ‘‘pit,’’ 
Messrs. Ward and Evans, the 
bread kings of Pittsburg, have been 
inaugurating a new company, capi- 
talized at $8,000,000, which will pro- 
bably ‘‘cdrner’’ the bakery trade. 
This new company is said to have 
acquired large wheat areas in the 
West, and will be able to obtain its 
supplies without the intervention 
of the middleman, In fact, the new 
combination from the wheat-fields 
tc the bake-house, will make a 
strong fight to control the whole 
Eastern market. 

Whether they will succeed or not 
is another matter, for these at- 
tempts at ‘‘cornering’’ are often at- 
tended with disastrous results. 
Readers may remember how Mr. 
Joseph Leiter endeavored to estab- 
lish a wheat ‘‘corner’’ ten years 
ago, miscalculated, and on account 
of the slump in prices found himself 
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with 85,000,000 bushel of wheat on 
hand, and lost $1,500,000 in a few 
urs.

COTTON “CORNERS.” 


In 1881 an attempt was made in 
Liverpool to ‘‘corner’’ cotton, the 
looms in Lancashire being stop 
by way of counter-action. he 
“‘eorner’’ came to an end in a few: 
days, Mr. Morris Ranger, a great 
cottoin speculator, failing two years 
later and causing much disaster. 
This was the first of several cotton 
“‘eorners’’? attempted in Liverpool 
during the eighties, all of which 
proved unsuccessful. 

About the time that Mr. Leiter 
tried to ‘‘corner’’ the world’s wheat 
supply, a gigantic milk trust, with 
e capital of 812,000,000, furnished 
chiefly by British speculators, was 
projected in New York City, while 
about the same time a British-Am- 
erican Corporation obtained practi- 
cal control of the fisheries of the 
great Canadian lakes, thanks to a 


trust with a capital of $5,000, 
The countless millions of fish re 
porting in the waters of these mi 

ty lakes can only do so by permis- 
sion of these monopolists. 


CURIOUS “‘CORNERS.”’ 


The modern history of steel and 
<M, of course, provides some of the 
most striking examples of the pow- 
er of trusts and combines, and such 
men as Mr. Rockefeller and Mr. 
Andrew Carnegie owe their milli- 
ons practically to the ‘‘cornering’’ 
ef the markets. 

There are some amusing features 
in the history of ‘‘corners,’’ and 
some curious commercial enterpris- 
es have been suggested of late 
years. It is only two years ago 
that a group of New York finan-, 
ciers thought out a scheme for 
“cornering’’ the output of a] 
world’s Bibles. They arranged t 
all the great printing and distri- 
buting houses should combine, thus 
reducing the cost of production, ad- 
ministration, and distribution to a, 
minimum. An all-round increase of 
40 per cent. in prices was to be in- 
troduced, an enormous profits were 
estimated. But people in England 
refused to have anything to do with 
the idea, and thus an amazing Am- 
erican scheme was brought to an 
end—at least, so far as interna-! 
tional business was concerned.

At that time it was difficult to 
find a wormy apple, of late years 
insect pests have multiplied. The 
forests and bushy places have been 
cleared up, thus the natural food 


|supply of the insects has been re 


moved, and they naturally find a 
new supply in the orchards and 
vineyards which now cover 80 
many of our healthful hillsides, 
The wholesale and unrestrained 
destruction of birds has had its 
effect, for many of the birds thriv- 
eJ on insects and larvae. Thus at 
this date no well-informed fruit 
grower feels that he can get along 
without a spray pump and cans or 
barrels of spray mixture. 

The fruit grower watches 
fruit trees, vines and plants 
through the winter months. When 
the branches are bare of leaves he 
can find the eggs of iasects more 
readily and can destroy them more 
easily than at any other time. 
With one suip of his gloved hand 
be can destroy the eggs that would 
seon hatch into thousands of cater- 
pillars. During winter he sprays 
his trees with lmme and sulphur 
mixture or soluble oil solution to 


his 


affected. 

The active season for spraying 

begins in the spring just after the 
huds begin to swell, using the, 
Pordeaux Mixture to destroy fun- 
gous germs upon the branches 
which, if the spraying was not 
done, might affect the fruit and 
the foliage. The next spraying on 
japple trees is given immediately 
\after the trees have leafed out. An- 
{other poison spray is usually giv- 
{en two weeks later. If the trees aro 
jsprayes when in full blossom, myri- 
4 mey bees will be destroyed 
land possibly some injury will be 
done to the fruit crop. 
It is found that apple trees necd 
jmore attention than cherry, plum 
jand pear trees. Often the cherry 
does not need any spraying. Grape-| 
vihes growing about your buildings 
or in your gardens may not be seri- 
cusly attacked by insects, but they 
should be watched. 

The first spraying after growth 
begins in the spring is given to the! 
currant and gooseberry, which are, 
often attacked by the currant} 
worm, a pest about one-half inch|
